President ^Adams' ^Address 





ODAY we stand on the height of a 
long desired goal. Even as men exult 
when they achieve a long desired 
victor}', as a weary aspirant for fame rejoices 
when he has forced recognition from the world, 
as a mountain climber pauses to catch his breath 
and to regain the even heating of his heart when 
he has reached the summit, so we, the class of 
June 1934, exult and rejoice as we pause to recap- 
ture our poise, to survey the mountain we have 
just scaled, and to glimpse the heights which are 
before us.

These 
bright colored trophies are ours, yours and mine, 
concealed beneath these gray gowns, hidden from 
the gaze of our fellows, but ours, nevertheless. 

And are we going to be content with our 
present position as far as the future is concerned? 
No. Whether in homes or in offices, in colleges 
or in business, in the city or in the count ry, we 
are determined ever to attain new heights and 
broader views.

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1934 Season Lacks IPiuich 

The 1934 baseball season proved disastrous for the 
I j'ncoln 1 1 \\*\\ Maroons. 

With only five veterans returning, Coach McClain 
rounded a team into shape for the opening inline with 
Grimes, but something seemed to he lacking. At the 
change of batting in the last half of the seventh inning, 
Lincoln had the bases loaded with only one out, hut the 
next two hatters fanned out and so Lincoln ended up 
the game on the short end of a 3 to 2 score, in spite of 
the three-hit pitching of Russell Gibbel. 

In the second game, which was played with Perry, 
errors caused a home run for Perry, which should have 
been ail easy putOUt. As it turned out, this was the 
margin of Lincoln's defeat, as the game ended with 
the Railsplitters again on the short end of the score, 
4 to 3. 

The following week, Lincoln journeyed to the Catho- 
lic High field and. because of errors, came home on the 
short end of a 7 to 5 score. 

In the fourth game of the season, Lincoln w r as 
beaten in an extra inning game, 5 to 4, by Roosevelt. 
Bob Huston, winning pitcher, laid down a perfect hunt 
in the eighth inning which scored Applequist with the 
winning run. 

Russell Gibbel, Railsplitter pitcher, fanned fifteen 
Roughriders and allowed only five scattered hits. Bob 
Huston, the winning hurler, fanned ten Railsplitters 
and allowed six hits. In the fifth game, Lincoln finally 



hit its stride and downed the Grimes team by the score 
of 13 to 9. In this game, Tamasi recorded three hits 
out of three times at bat. Lincoln tripped out to Roose- 
velt for the next game and, due to several errors, also 
dropped thai game, by the score of 13 to 11. 1 he 
Lincoln team led 9 to 2 until the fourth inning when 
Roosevelt tied up the score and then forged ahead into 
a good lead in the next two innings. In the last inning 
Lincoln scored two runs which made the score 13 to 11, 
and also had the bases filled but the next two Railsplit- 
ters fanned out and so ended Lincoln's big chance- The 
following week, Lincoln encountered the North High 
nine and went down to defeat before a barrage of hits, 
11 to 1. Gallagher and Stein traded off pitching for 
North while Gibbel and Kau/larich were the Kail- 
splitter's hurlers.
